Uniomtowk, Pa., April 5.— It wonld 

tain oolninn.s to tell in detail the excit- 
ing eVmta of yesterday, the third of the 
" big coin itrike now on in th« Connella- 
vUle repn^in. At least nine lives has 
been sacrificed during the past 20 hourH. 
Unleea the strong ann of the military 
interfere! the dead wlU be ooonted by 
looTM of tens. So mnch exoitemei^twas 
never knowi\ in the regioii, and i)eoi>le 
everywhere are excited, and apyrebeoslTe 
of grarer dangen. 

The rioting was coniraonred early in 
morning;, but the climax was not reached 
until in the afternoon at 3 o'clock, when 
a body of strikers uumberiuj several 
hundred marched in the Daridson worln 
ol tha H. C. Friok Colce oompatiiy, at 
CbuneUaTllle,' Fa:rette ooonty, where the 
men wuie workitiij. The strikers had 
been there in the luui iiiiig toget the men 
out, but no one was working. In the 
jifternooii when they returned deputies 
had been placed to receive them. 

When the Btrilcen approaclied they 
ware onrdered to atop. They oame on 
and tried to get at the men on the ovens 
The deputies fired. The strikers re- 
turned the fire and charged, driving the 
depnties and men from the plant. C hief 
I^gineer Paddock of the Fru k company 
ran vp in the tipple of the works. The 
striken followed, and shot him In the 
back of the head. They beat him and 
crashed his head with stones and threw 
bis body from the tipple window to tlie 
ovens, 40 feet below. Tliey then at- 
tempted to fire the tipple, but left wlieu 
th^y saw the deputies returning with a 
large force from Connellsville, 

Hearing of Paddock's murder, hun- 
dreds volunteered to avenge his death. 
The pnrsuinf< i)arty in ( ommand of 
County Detective Frank Caniplwll over 
took the Htrikor.s a hall iiiili' tioiii David- 
son and opened fire on them. Tho 
striken fired in return, but ran o ' 
Thr^strikeni fell— one waa killed ui 
■t«ntly, shot through the body, and two 
others were fatally wounded. Another 
of the Btrikirs, who got the start on the 
main btxly, was Hiiot hy a (lejiuty at 
Broadford, a mile distant. Ue was also 
]i4Ml W«i^tlj« thalMU penetrating his 
neek. 

Eleren striken were captured where 
the first battle took place, and the pur- 
suing party kept up the chase until 
Dawson, a point seven milea distant, 
was reached, where 53 mor;> of the 
striken were captured. All the ctiortM 
of thedeputifla and more level-beaded 
dtisena were needed to proTent the 
lyjiehing of the 11, who were taken b.jck 
to Connellsville. The law-abiding ele- 
ment had their way, and at 8 o'clock a 
special train arrived with 64 of those 
who were in fhe mob that kilI«A Pad- 
dock, 

A great crowd greeted their arrival, 

and amid cries of "lynch them" the 
pririouf rs were hurried up a back street 
to jail. A large body of strikers were 
present and made a rush to rescue the 
prisoners, but were held back l»y the 
big crowd and the deputies. At the jail 
Hugh Coll, assistant chief engineer of 
the Frick company, identified seTeral of 
tho prisoners aa among those that had 
killed Paddo -k. 

Thirty mere of the Haine hand of 
striken have b*;en arrested, and the sj)©- 
d«l train will return to bring them to 
jail. 

Paddock was highly esteemed and was 
widely known. His murder occurred in 

sight of his homo. 

All the otlicials of the di.strict orj^aiii- 
cation of strikers will be arrested lor 
oomplidty m the Paddock murder and 
teciting the riot and murdi^r. Every ef- 
fort will be made to bunt down the 
gtUltyooM. 

At tbs Mflyflsld plant of the McClure 
company two men were fatally shot dur- 
ijjg tlie (lay. I ho strikers charged the 
men at work in tho morning, but were 
driven otf by the deputies after a striker 
was shot through the body. In the after- 
noon thev returned and renewed th at- 
tack. Tiiere was much firing, and a 
deputy wa.s fatally wounded. 

At a riot at tlic Painti.r works, the 
women Imit a w^jrkiiiaii fatally. 

Sheritt VVilhi liii has called on (Gov- 
ernor Pat tisou to ordi r out th.' national 
guard. The slieritt and hiH d. puties are 
hflpU'Srf. UiilesM the national guard is 
in the region soon, there will be more 
bloodshed. The Htrik. rs have planned a 
mammoth raid from one end of the re- 
gion to the other and nothing but the 
military mi plenty of them can prevent 
great loss m life and dsstroetian of 
property. 

That the strike is a succe.-s so far iv^ 
the southern end of the legion is < on- 
oemed, is admitted by all, and the final 
success of the movement will deixnd 
entirely upon the resiatam o put forward 
CD the northern end. At the present 
Mme all the works south of Cuunells- 
tille and WMt of the Yqugi^heny 



river are stmt down, wliile all the worss 
north of Connellsville are in oiwration 
excepting tho Donnelly plant of the ^fc- 
Clure company. 

All the works of W. J. Rainey are out. 
These include \ ,422 ovens distributed as 
follows: Rainev, Wy. Fort Hill, 186; 
Grace, 410; Paul, 4(i l; Mount Braddock, 
170. This is the first time in 10 years 
that the labor organizations have bt en 
able to get Rainey's men out, and the 
strikers are generally elateti over it. 

The Frick and Rainev companies are 
determined to fight to tne end and have 
their works well guarded by deputies. 
Twelve huudred rioters are marching on 
the Mover works of W. .1. Rainey, 
where 150 deputies an on gimrd. A 
massacre of rioten will occur there if 
the projected attack is made. 

At a o'clock this morning. Preside nt 
Davis ol the United Mine Workers was 
arrested ot (Jonnellsville oliarged with 
murder, in connection with the killing 
of Engineer Paddock.

The Coke TroiibiM MavA ^ow Reaehed tbe 

Northern Knd of tho ItrRlon. 

M',>L>JT PLE.is.vNT, Pa., April .5.— - 
When the coke strike l)egau in the 
southern end of the region, very few 
people here, if any, gave it any serious 
attention, but yesterday's development-^ 
have given the matter a most serious 
aspect. The striken attacked the Don- 
nelly works of the MoClure oumpany, 
four miles west of town, early yesterday 
morning, and while the plant ran all 
day, it was under ths proteotiaii of 
dflputiss.

Donnelly and In the afternoon was 
broo^t h«re,<). General Snperintendent 
Ramsay of th^Southweat Connellsville 
Coke company at once turned over in bis 
hands Moorwood and Alice, tbe only two 
plants of that company in blast. It is 
said a mob of 4,000 striken is waiting 
nisar Soottdale to mow on theae two 
plaoes. 

Justioe Stevenson was taken to Miire- 
wood when he is now swearing in jO 
deputies, who will all be arm'M with 
Wlnchesten and held to repel theoz- 
pected attack. 

As a rule the Southwest men. as well 
as the i. rick emjiloyes at Standard, arc 
opposed to striking, but there is every 
reason to believe tliey would not asSiSt 
in a fight against the strikers.

Pate, the depnt)- coiisfai Ic who prci iiii- 
tatod the riot while trying to arrest one 
of the Pryor family, told \m story of the 
adray while antferiiig inten^^ely (roiii his 
wound. He said he helievc<l tliat Mike 
Callahan, who wa.s killed outright, is 
the man who shot him. He says that 
while he was attrnnit'.iig to take Pryor 
someone threw his arms around him 
and Callahan fiied. I'ato is one of thowe 
mortally wounded. 

Harry Fowler in another one. His 
jtatemant maybe regurdel a-i an anti- 
morttm statement, for it is tlion^lit 
nothing short of a miracle can save li.in. 
"I do not know just how the fight be- 
gan. 1 saw a man unknown to iiiu at- 
tempt to shoot Callahan. I dashed out 
to grasp the man's hand and save ('alla- 
ban and somtdiody s!iot iiie in the hack, 
r droppoil to my kiic s. then got up, ran 
icross the street and fell again.''

Dakunuion, S. C. April .->. At 11::J0 
p. m. yesterday an offitk r dushinl into 
the headquarten of Ueu'ral Beiohburg 
and announced that a man had just 
been shot to death in the Cleveland 
hotel. General Rtecbbnrg and the other 
olUoan rosbed out of tbe building 
toward the scene of the shooting. Th^ 
ofiicer in command of the squtkl at the 
disix^nsaiy placed his men in line and 
sent them double-quick to the Cleveland 
hotel ahead of General Reichburg and 
the stalf officen. The inmates of th ' 
hotel were in a state of great excitement. 

Cooing into a narrow hi^way, which 
leads to the kitchen' on the second lloor, 
the bodv of a colored man was found. 
He bad been shot through tha heart and 
killed instantly. His name was Hen;-y 
Green and he was the second cook of the 
hotel. The man who killeil Green wa< 
Dr. V. H. Payne, one of the guests of 
thehotc-I. He was put under an est by 
General Reichburg and taken to jail. 

Dr Payne came here about two 
montlis ago from Nashville. He 
is an agent for the New York Life Insur- 
an e coinii.my. It appears that the 
negro hal went before (ieneral Riech- 
burg, coiiiiii.iiMier-iii-eliief of the sl iie 
volunti'ers. and made atlidavit that he 
had si'eii Iir. I'ayne coining out of the 
d spensary last Sunday with hto pocket 
Idled with hottles of whisky. 

Dr. FaynM met him in the hotel cor- 
ridor ami spoke to him in regard to tlie 
statement which Green had uiade. Hot 
words were pa.ssed on Ixilli sidi'S. (Jreeu 
giving l>r. I'ayiie the lie and making 
d. nioiKstr itions toward him, when 
Payne polled his jiistol and shot hini. 
The I'istol was placed at the negro's 
breast, as tlie shirt was .burnedjf room the 
powdbi. 

Tieops to Be Beealled. 

CoLrKBiA, 8. C, April 6.— Governor 
Tillman now feels assured that there 
will be no ftirther trouble as a result of 
the Darlington dispensary killing, lifter 
holding a I' ugthy conference yesterdav 
witn a Darlington committee, consisting 
of es-ionin-essman Dargan, Ma.vor 
Dargan and Colonel 'W. C. Coker, he 
made tbe following statement to the 
press: 

"They came here for a conference 
with me at my invitation that is I 
asked Mr. Coker to come and the other 
gentlemen express' d a desire to come 
too. Wo have had a full talk over the 
situation in all its aspo ts and as a re 
suit 1 have instrm ted (4eneral liichl urg 
to prepare everything to bring tho trfwps 
bac.; here on Friday. They will arrive 
at II o clock and the conijianies from the 
iij)per country will go ou tlirough. wiiili^ 
all the others wiJl be (list riKuted ah ait 
the state on tho first oiiti.'oing trains. I 
do not care to keep thi^ force there any 
hmger than is neces.sary. I havo proni- 
istnl the I'ominittee nothing and tley 
have promised me nothing. I have 
agreed, however, that if those men in 
Darlington who have caused trom 
will stand their trial 1 will let tbe eisil 
law lakes itS OOUTSS all the Way 
through ."

There is no dis- 
turbances, and apparently the in(|Uest 
will proceed without disorder. Tho in- 
qutst is expected to contanoe two or 
threvj days.

CiiK Ado, April — Assassin Prender- 
gast will not be hanged before July 'i, 
and not until May 21 will the investi- 
gation into the condition of his mind he 
commenced.

Poon at 5 o'clock. The defense msisted 
on the case being tried before a jiuy 
from the regular venire and to this the 
state's attorney stoutly objected. He in- 
sisted that a special venir<; should lie 
made, as he wanted "men of intelli- 
gence" to try the case; not the kind of 
men to be found ou the r<^ gulation jury. 

Wh"n the hearing came up before 
Judge Chetlain yesterday, it wiu agreed 
that onlv one contmnance should be 
made and that one long enough to pro- 
vide for the full trial of tbe case. The 
state asked for four montlis and the de- 
fense aske<l I ir two weeks more. The 
trial of the I a-jc wa.s reckoned to take a 
month, and coiisei|ueiitly the dates ot 
May J 1 and July :i were au'ieed ir,)Oii. 
The case is now in au aw ail tangle and 
neither State's Attorney Kern. Special 
Counsel Tnid', upon whom the buidea 
of the pros, cntion rests, nor tbe attor- 
nev for tlie defense, are prepared to say 
what will be tbe outcome. 

CHIN1SE~TREA7YJPRMPECT8.

Washington, April 5.— The Chinese 
treaty probably will be taken up at the

Sf'iiator Pernris of Calilornia, 
in all probability, will antagonize a part 
of the treaty and will seeic to have it 
amended in some respei ts. * )tni r west- 
ern senators, while not so pos.tive in 
their opposition as Mr. Perkins, proiiab.y 
will siipiMirt Mr. i'eikin.s lu his po^itlon. 

It was originally supposed that Sen. itor 
White woiiht join witn S(»uator I'erkins 
in antagonizing tlieagreeiie iit. hut it iias 
been iuscertaiiie<l tliat he lavors the 
treaty. He is now at bis home in Cali- 
fornia, but it is undei stood that if h- 
weio here he would he fr eud.y to the 
convention. His snjipoit and tnat ol 
Mr. (ieary, author (j1 llie ( luiiese regi-- 
tration law, have given tiu' adniinistra- 
tion nnicii encoiiragtMiieiit and go lar 
towarils iLssuriiig them that th(Mr»'.itv 
will prove accejital le to tiie peoj, . . 
the Pacific co.xst, and that it will receive 
tbe aauction of the senate.

It finds that the silver qrs- 
tems of the United States and India have 
depressed tbe value of sUver until it is 
now reduced to one-third ths prioe of 
gold under the svstem of bimetallism 
prior to 1878. The committee recom- 
mends the appointmwat of a royal com- 
mission on the ourrenpy. 

Several memben of the chamber ob- 
jected to the report of the committee, 
claiming the present depression, particu- 
larly in agriculture, was not due so 
much to the silver conditions as to other 
causes, one of which was the impoorta- 
tiqn of foreign cattle and grain.

Richinond ( Va.) Dispatch, March 80th : 

"The last time that T was in Rich- 
mond," laid the noted drum mor e vange- 
liatiBev. William I'. Fife, juet before he 
took the train for Maysville, Ky., where 
he Koea to hold a revival, "I cams to thli 
t ity to buy a bill of whiBky, 1 am thank- 
. fal that mjr mission this time has been a 
better one." 

"How long have yon Ix-eii i)rea<'hing, 
Mr. Fife?" queried the news-}^ther, 
with wme timidity, 

"I preached my firat sermon in the lit- 
tle town of Kinaton, N. C, in September, 
1889." . 

l^Ir. Fife then told the remarkable 
story of his coaversioi^ in )VilmiDgton, 
N. C, under the puMcblag <rf Entngelist 
R. Pearson, April 2, 1888, He had 
beeu a commercial traveli^rfrom the l!Hh 
year, and had led a pretty fast life. Mr. 
Fife admitted that he had drank and 
gambled, and was very heavily in debt, 
owing about $10,000 aa a consequence, 
when he gave hia heart to God. Every 
penny of this bad been pidd since he 
had Ikm'ti prcai-hing, and he M ae a happy, 
free man. Speaking ot his conversion, 
the dmmmer^vangelist aaid tbat at the 
time it occurred he was living with his 
family in Fayetteville, N. C. He learned 
tbat Peanon was oondnotlng a meeting 
in Wilmington, and went down to hear 
him. Ue went back home, but had been 
•o impreaeed that he returned to hear 
the preacher again. Ho remained a week 
in attendance- upon the meetings. He 
bad been deeply convicted, but vowed 
in ifia loom that he iwould not give 
bia heart to God. On the momlnK of 
April 21, 1888, he paid the hotel bill, had 
his baggage put on the boat, and was 
determined to leave Wilmington after the 
Sffvices that evening. When night came 
hf , vmt to the meeting, became convert- 
ed, wmtDaek to bis hotel, and got a par- 
ty of nis wicked fricnda together and 
held prayer with them. 

After hia eiirreiider to Qod, Mr, Fife 
continued in hi? story, he traveled eigh- 
teen months for hia house, but nevek- 
failed to work sod pn^ and do whatever 
wa« in his power for the glory of Christ. 
He gave up the road, as previously 
•Uted, in September, 1889. 

"Being a man of the world prior to 
that time, Mr. Fife, were yon not sorely 
tempted and tried after you had made a 
prcrfesaion of faith?" the reporter ven- 
tured to ask. 

"Hy no meana. I found tliat every- 
body respected me for what I had done. 
I did not have to mneh traoble then aa 
I have had linoe," the preacher lao^- 
ingly replied. 

Aa an evangelist, Mr. Fife's success 
h a<3 been alipoat nnparalleled . A 1 though 
it is but foinr and a half years since ho 
began his work, his labors have been in- 
strumental in l)rin<ring 20,000 souls to 
Christ, and church statistics show tliat 
about 16,000 of this number have been 
add('<l to the church-rolls throughout the 
land. His recent meeting in Charleston, 
W. Va., was most 'gratifying. There 
were about 400 profeasiona. and 800 have 
already joined the church. The dmm> 
mer-evangelist has conducted revival.^ in 
almost every State in the South. His 
principal points are his downright sin- 
cerity and his knowledge of &e ills of 
sinful humanity.

The audiences on yesterday at the 
First Baptist Church were larger than 
any previous day. It is expected in a 
few days to hold the meetings in the 
opera house so that all may hear Mr. 
Fife. The necessary money for the rent 
of the building was pledged last night. 
Mr. Fife again talked to church members 
on the subject H>f edective prayer. It 
was a very clear presentation, and christ- 
ians will do doubt retuember the condi- 
tions when they pray. 

The singbig led by Mr. Maloney was 
very fine and every body went home in 
a good humor. Mr. Fife does not believe 
in making a church an ice house.

BcprcaentatlTe Wolvwrton** New Bill

A bill intro- 
dnced In th« hoimo liy Mr. Woiveitoii of 
PannnrlTMiiii ftbolutf* tii* oOitM of 
Uidtoi Btatw dnmit coart oommjiioiier , 
Mid MpMb all tews •aUunisiiw mp- 
poiiitiii«nti thowtOt 

TIm •ttonMgr gioind ia rathwlatd to 
dlTid* tbe lUtM and territories Into HO 
many oommiMloiMr/ district* as he may 
deem neoessarv to seonre the speedy and 
eoooomical aamiaistration ot the laws, 
and to change the boondariesof sacb 
districts or creut« new districts when iu 
his opioioo the proper administration ot 
ot Jnstlue may re<iuire it. 

The president is aathuriaed to appoint 
on the nomination oi the attorney gen- 
eral a saiUdent nnmber of oomniission- 
en in those districts to insnre speedy and 
conrenieut heariuga and trials ot an per- 
sona charged witii ofldnses. They are 
to hold tneir 000* tor a term of four 
years, nnless waner removed, and ttie 
altomey general ia sathorised to remove 
snoh commiHsiouerd wnen tbe proper 
administration of the laws shall, in his 
opinion, require it. 

• The cunuiiiBsioners have the same 
jarijidictiou in their districts as now coit- 
lerrt'd on Icderal circuit court oomuiis- 
hioiif iH, and iiro autliorized to try with 
u .jury (if His, all offenses ptmishable 
witli tine or niini)le iuiprisoament, and 
on ciiuvictiou ur u ploa ut guilty to sen- 
tence thu detendaiit with ttie saino effect 
as if thii defendant had Imtn convicted 
in the United Stales dmtnct court. They 
are nut allowed to retain out of their 
lees as I'oniiM iLHiition more than $:i,.jOO 
per year, and Htrinj^ent provisions are 
made tu* to fees and retunm.
